SCRANTON (Pa.) Dec. 5.—The law- 
yers for the mine workers continued to 
call witnesses today before the Strike 
Commission, to testify to the alleged 
blacklisting methods pursued by sev- 
eral coal companies, in refusing to re- 
employ strikers who took a more or 
less prominent part in the strike. In 
most cases, according to the testi- 
mony, no satisfactory reason was 
given why the men were not taken 
back. Two blind men, and who were 
also otherwise badly injured by under- 
ground explosions, were presented as 
living evidence of the dangers in the 
mines. When the e@iimission ad- 
journed for the day, Rew. J. J. Cur- 
ran, the Catholic clergyman of Wilkes- 
barre, who took a prominent part in 
the miners’ cause during the recent 
strike, was on the witness stand. 

Nothing could be learned here today 
with reference to the reported efforts 
at a settlement outside the commis- 
sion. None of the attorneys for either 
side professed to know anything about 
any contemplated move in that direc- 
tion. Wayne MacVeagh, who is rep- 
resenting the Erie coal properties, was 
the only attorney in a position to know 
who would talk about the matter. He’ 
left here, accompanied by Mr. Par- 
ker, this afternoon. The testimony 
now being presented to the commission 
2 not concern MacVeagh's clients 
to an extent which makes his presence 
necessary. 

MacVeagh, before leaving, stated to 
the correspondent of the Associated 
Press that a majority of the operators 
thought it better to adjourn all et- 
forts to reach by amicable conference 
a basis for the award of the cemmise- 
sion until both sides had presented all 
the testimony they wished © offer. 
Whether the efforts to reach such a

First—The act figures (10,417,000 
bales) of the government's estimate 
were definitely known at least twenty 
minutes before the official hour of pub- 
lication for the report, namely, noon. 
This information was given a repre- 
sentative of this journal by one of the 
best-known members of the exchange. 

Second—The news was very general 
before 1 o'clock that the department's 
report would be 10,500,000 bales... 

ird—Advance information regard- 
ing the exact character of the report 
was offered early in the forenoon to a 
very large « ission which 
refused to enter into negotiations or 
consider the purchase of the stolen in- 
formation in any form. 

But the greatest evidence that the 
information was dishonestly circulated 
was contained in the action of the 
marker itself, and there are many re-

; The entire State of California has 
undoubtedly been injured by reason 


of the reputed existence of bubonic 


Plague in San Francisco. But the in- 
jury has been caused chiefly by the 
attempted suppreesion of facts, not 
by the facts themselves. The real ene- 
mies of the State's best interests are 
not those who would have the truth 
made known in regard t@ this matter, 
but those who have sought by ev- 
ery possible means to suppress tis 
truth. 

This mistaken policy of suppres- 
sion, denial and prevaricgtion, aa we 
have shown, has only served to create 
suspicion that matters were a great 
deal worse than represented. A8 a 
consequence of this suspicion, grossly 
exaggerated stories have been spread 
broadcast throughout some portions of 


the East. greatly to the detriment of 
all 


Sections of California. If the 
plain, simple truth of the matter had 
been made known at the beginning, 
it would have set at rest most of 
these exagecrated rumors, and the in- 
jury to California would have been 
comperatively slight. 

Secretary Shaw of the Treasury 
Department. in his annual report. 
whith was made public on the 3d 
Ist., declares that “bubonic plague, 
the existence of which in San Fran 
cisco vas first reported March §&, 
1900, and confirmed by a commission 
appointed by the department consist- 
ing of three bacteriologists of the 
highest reputation, continues to de re- 
ported despite the amount of work 
whieh was done \ast year for the 
purpore of its cradication from China- 
town, in that city, and which work 
covered, as stated in last year's re- 
port. the disinfection of over 14,000 
rooms under the supervision of an 
Officer of this service. There had been 
reported up to August 31, 1902.“ con- 


tinues Secretary Shaw, ‘seventy cases 


as occurring since March S., 1900, and 
during the months of July and Au- 
gust of the present ycar fourteen 


cases were reported. Nine cases 
were reported in September and 


seven in October. In continuance ot 
the plan adopted last year, the serv- 
ice has maintained its organization 
at San Francisco, which has continuce 
its work of assisting the local board 
of the city by examination of the sick 
and dead in the infected locality, re- 
porting all suspicious cases that have 


> Occurred. Cases confirmed by bac- 
teriological examination have been 
published regularly in the public 


‘health reports of the service.” 


In view of the statements which 
have thus been officialiy set forth, 
the e«bsurdity and futility of con- 
tinued denials of the existence of the 
plague at San Francisco would ap- 
pear to have been esteblished. The 


‘only safe, sensible and right way to 


treat this matter, henceforward, is for 
the State and local authorities to face 
the situation as it existe, and to join 
with the United States health authori- 
ties In a systematic and determined 
campaign against the disease. If 
this were done there would be little 
Muse for alarm. There would be 
practically no danger of the spread of 
disease, and the general public 
would have full confidence in the abi!- 
ity of the authorities to deal with 1 
effectively.

adhered to, so long will there be sus- 
picion and unnecessary alarm. 

Dispatches from Washington have 
noted that arrangements are proceed- 
ing mpidly for the holding of a meet- 
ing of State boards of health in that 
city “to deal with the plague situa- 
tion in San Francisco.” The manner 
in which the situation will be dealt 
with will be by quarantining against 
California. Many if not all of the 
Eastern States are likely to take that 
step, unless some action be taken by 
California to guard against it. Menn; 
denying the existence of the disense 
will not constitute effective action in 
this matter. We cannot, by force, 
prevent any State from qutarantining’ 
against us. But we can probably 
avert the threatened injury by show- 
ing that we are thoroughly alive to 
the situation, and that we are pre- 
pared to welcome and cobperate with 
thé efforts of the national health au- 
thorities to stamp out the disease. 

It need not be pointed out that a 
quarantine against California by the 
Eastern States, or even by one or two 
of those States, would be calamitous 
for California. Enormous and ruin- 
ous losses would be inflicted upon our 
fruit growers, and upon all classes of 
the people, if our products were to 
be shut out of the Eastern markets. 
Such a step, if taken and maintained 
for any considerable Jength of time. 
would change the Prosp*rous condi- 
tions which now prevail here into an 
unparalleled period of disaster, bank- 
ruptcy and ruin. 

Can we afford longer to invite so 
serious a contingency?

There is pressing need for 
action by Congress,” he adds, “and it 
is recommended that the limit upon 
the stock of subsidiary silver coin be 
entirely removed; that the require- 
ment that $1,500,000 of silver dollars 
be coined monthly be repealed, and 
that the entire stock of silver bullion 
now in the Treasury be converted 
into subsidiary coin.” 

It is apparent that this suggestion 
of Secretary Shaw, at least so far 
as it refers to the subsidiary coinage, 
is wise and timely. The needs of th« 
country in the matter of small coins 
have greatly enlarged since the law 
limiting the amount of subsidiary 
coins to 5100 0% %% was enacted. 
The constantly growing retail busi- 
ness of the country demands a large 
amount of small coins, of all denomi- 
nations, and no especial reason foi 
placing any limit upon the total 
amount of such coins is apparent 
There is little danger that we shall 
get too much of this particular good 
thing. 

Another argument in support 01 
Secretary Shaw's suggestion is the 
fact that thousands upon thousand 
of these minor coins have gone out 
of the country, within the past two 
or three ycars, to the Philippines, to 
Hawaii, to Porto Rico, and even tc 
Cuba: More of these coins will be 
needed in those islands, as well as in 
the United States proper, to meet the 
ever-increasing demands ot minor 
trade transactions. Therefore it wil! 
surely be well to keep the mints busy 
turning out these small but indis- 
pensable coins until the legitimate de- 
mand for them has been completely 
satisfied. 

If the transcontinental railways may 
route oranges according to the whim 
of the agent of the initial line, why 
may they not route the passenger who 
desires to go East by some particular 
route? This is not a conundrum, but 
a simple question that ought to be 
easy to answer. To the novice in the 
ethics of business and commerce it 
looks like a very high-handed proceed- 
ing for the California lines to assume 
to say by what line freight shall go 
rafter it leaves the initial line's rails. 
Thus far the arguments in favor of 
this power and privilege on the part of 
the railways have been puerile and 
unconvincing. No matter what, the 
conditions, nor how many embarrass- 
ments the roads may be put to through 
the rights of the shipper, he certainty 
has some rights in the matter which 
should be secured to him at all has 
ards. This business of arbitrary rout- 
ing of freight by these western ra- 
ways is on a par with the wholesale 
confiscation of coal during the re- 
cent shortage of that commodity by 
the railways of the East. A corpora- 
tion may be just as much of a high- 
wayman, it seems, as was that dis- 
tinguished gentleman of the English 
moors, Claude Duval, or his equally 
notorious confrere in the hold-up 
business, Sixteen-string Jack.

Suffers from Lying. 
(Tulare Register, Dee. 1.) 

This paper is in receipt of a com- 
munication from the Manufacturers 
and Producers’ Association of Califor- 
nia imploring the interior press to re- 
frain from giving further publicity to 
ihe exaggerated and sensational e- 
ports that have gone out concerning 
the existence of plague in Ban Fran- 
cisco. Unquestionably great mischief 
has been done by all this plegued 
plague talk, and a continuahce of the 
policy that has been followed in San 
Francisco in this regard will increase 
the mischief many fold. There is but 
one way to deal with the matter and 
that is for San Franciseo to tell the 
truth and exercise due care. San 
Francisco is dealing with all the ports 


on American illustrators, in the course 
of which she said: “The successful 
lustrator must be a man (or woman) | 
of pronounced originality of thought. | 
He not only must see clearly, interpret 
unerringly and express forcibly, the 
subject matter of the author, but his | 
own personality must be strong enough | 
and pronounced enough to make his 
work individual, if not wholly unique. 
An all-round illustrator, to be perfect in 
his art, must an historian, must 
Know costumes, and furniture, arms, 
implements and interiors, architecture, 
topography of the several localities, 
habits of the people and their cconomiles 
of life. He must, at the same time, be 
thoroughly conversant with all the 
forms and requirements of the society 
immediately about him. He must keep 
pace with the fashions. Novelty is not 
an absolutely necessary element in the 
subject, but the treatment derives 
value from the originality displayed 
therein.” 

Starting with a reference to the days 
of Albert Durer and the Italian 
Renaissance, Mrs. Kerchkoff quickly 
brought her subject down to the first 
appearance of Harpers Magazine, in 
1850, which, she said, marked a die-

The illustra- 
tions of those days were considered 
very fine, but look crude indeed when

Those in the first 
volume have been made up by the ed- 
or, Abby Morgan Fiske, from ma- 
terial intended by the author to be em- 
ed in a greater work, “A His 
of the American People.“ Many of the 
chapters were given by Dr. Fiske as 
lectures, and in essays upon 
Charles Lee, Thomas Jefferson, James 
Madison, Andrew Jackson, and Daniel 
Webster, there are incorporated cer- 
tain written by. Dr. Fiske for 
the Encyclopedia of American H- 
onraphy. Thus it will be seen that 
most of the material has been in some 
sort already published and has re- 
ceived the finishing care of its author. 
On the other hand, the material has 
not before appeared in its present 
shape, while it has never been as ac- 
cessible to the public as in the present 
form. 80 that, all things considered, 
we are probably justified in r 
essays as now first published 
in treating them. 

Taking the volumes as they are 
sented to us, we find in the very t 
essay, that entitled Thomas Hutchin- 
gon, t Royal Governor of Massa- 
chusetts, much to win our admira- 
tion and revive memories of Dr. Fiske 
The article is chiefly con-

Fiske rises to his full height as chron- 
icler and critic. Within the few pages 
of the article he has placed some true 
wisdom of history. He surveys Web- 
ster, the mightiest man ever produced 
by our country, as we think, with an 
eye that strives to find by uplooking 
the measure of that which it sees. 
There is no pretense of actual com- 
prehension; Dr. Fiske seems to recog- 
nize the indisputable fact that not yet 
has arisen an American capable of 
er'ticising Daniel Webster without 
grave danger of presumptuous failure. 
Of course there is appreciation; but 
there is no patronage in Dr. Fiske's 
picture of the great New Englandgr, 
there is no assumption of superior 
wisdom or even of that spirit which 
insinuates that ft. seeing from the 
height of its nobler etation, perceives 
much that was dim to the sight of 
Daniel Webster. The great son of 
Massachusetts made errors, being hu- 
man; but there is none of the present, 
as there was none of the past—though 
Theodore Parker thought otherwise— 


Who is capable of pointing out more 


than natural error in his course. 

The first volume thus contains some 
most admirable matter, between and

HISTORY. 

A “True” Record. 

THE TRUE HISTORY or THE 
TION. ydney George

© word “‘True’’\in the title of this 
book may repel the scholar, but it will 
attract the general reader. This, per- 
haps, because of the popular convic- 
tion, as expressed in the words of Na- 
poleon, when he =. “Read me any- 

r that 1 
be a lle.“ Still the scholar 1 
son to reject any book simply because 
he may not approve of the words of 
the title, and !? in the present instance 
he looks beyond the cover, he will find 
that the volume justifies its name, and 
that there is in the book much that 
the ordinary or the conventional his- 
torlan leaves unwritten. Not that our 
author has made any new or startling 
discoveries; what he writes has been 
known to scholars for many scores of 
years, and what he writes has been 
printed, not once, but several times, in 
obscure books and pamphiets, but now 
for the first time, the hitherto clouded 
view is made plain, and the whole 
truth is published in such a manner 
that the general public are admitted 
to the knowledge that hitherto was the 
property of the very few scholars who 
cared to delve in the books and pam- 
phiets that the public, because of their 
unattractiveness, had put to one side. 

The attempt to set forth the history 
of the Revolution in the candid and 
unbiased and well-informed style that 
it now appears, would have been a 
praiseworthy endeavor, even if the re- 
sult had fallen short of our expecta- 
tions, but we are glad to say, the re- 
sult is even better than the advance 
sheets had led us to expect. We are, 
therefore, glad to recommend “The 
Trve History of the Revolution” as the 
best book on its period that has been 
issued—indeed, we can go farther than 
this, and say that to the student of 
history, the book will be as invaluable 
for the purpose of ready reference as 
it will be to the general reader as a 
survey of the Revolution. Again, the 
style of the book is so luminous and 
so interesting that if the volume were 
to be judged solely as a book to enter- 
tain, and not as a history to instruct, 
we would unhesitatingly say that of 
the books of serious purpose that have 
been issued this fall, “The True His- 
tory of the Revolution“ Is the best. 

All this may seem fulsome praise, but 
there is little doubt that the majority 
of our readers will agree with us when 
the work has been read. We are, as a 
rule, chary of praise, but when the oc- 
casion arises, we believe in hearty en- 
comlum. 

Our author says that the purpose 
of this history of the Revolution 18 to 
use the e#riginal authorities rather more 
frankly than has been the practice of 
our historians. They appear to have 
thought it advisable to omit from their 
narratives a great deal which, to me, 
seems essential to a true picture. “With- 
out taking Into consideration the in- 
sinuation made by our author. we will 
say that his promise is fulfilled, and 
he uses with perfect frankness docnu- 
ments that have, for various reasons, 
hitherto been relegated to obacurity. 
It ia interesting to note what he says 
about his method of preparing history:

In London's books, or 
rather stories, for the novel before us 
is his first sustained attempt in ge- 
tion, there is a strength and freshness 
that is invigorating, after a course of 
reading in the society literatu e of the 
day. Not that the same passions have 
other effects In the North than in the 
South, but the results are reached in 
a different manner, and when reached, 
are exhibited in different shape than 
those to which we are accustomed in 
the recital of loves and hates of the 
dwellers within the pale of conven- 
tionality. 

If we wish tales wherein the hero is 
A good young man or even a bad young 
man in a dress suit, we need not turn 
to the books of this author, for his 
men are not thus attired. More often 
than not, they wear furs, and when 
furs are not worn, there is a blanket 
suit of the frigid North. His women 
are beautiful, and all that the heart of 
man could desire, b they are in no 
wise conventional; they are things 
of nature, uncontrolled, and in them 
primal is dominant. As we 
have said, the present is the first long 
story that Jack London has given us, 
and we are in doubt whether it can be 
said to equal in quality the tales that 
have hitherto come to us from the bril- 
Nant mind of this weaver of romance 
of the frozen North. We think gn the 
whole that it does not measure up to 
the stories that we delight to recall. 
There is an exaggeration of statement, 
and a general overdrawn and distorted 
perspective that makes us, though re- 
luctantly, class the book with those 
in which an author has vainly tried jo 
reach the height at which he aimed. 
Despite these faults the book is cer- 
tainly worth reading. 

In the story before us a beautiful 
girl, the daughter ot one of the strong 
men who has won wealth from the 
North, returns from her school in the 
States, and no sooner does she reach 
the Northwest than the tale of her ad- 
ventures begins. She is self-reliant, 
and in all ways fitted to hold her own 
in the struggle of life, but, like many 
women, her heart turns to the wrong 
man, and in the story the author shows 
the struggle by which the right man 
woos that wavering heart until its al- 
legiance is all his. There are many 
dramatic episodes in the“ book, 
and the reader again and again 
finds himself holding his breath. 
as it were, to. await the end of 
some peril in which the characters 
have become involved. The ascent of 
the White Pass, the night in the tent of 
the prospector, when the heroine is 
—— to be a wandering and soiled 

ove, the thrilling rescue of the frozen 
messenger, the administration of fron- 
tler justice, and the happy denouement 
are all scenes in which the reader will 
agree that if the present volume is not 
what it might have been, it still Is 
worthy of much praise and gives prom- 
ise of better work to come. This is 
certain when Jack London shall have 
mastered the art of giving to the sus- 
tained effort the same powerful touches 
which distinguish the shorter stories 
that have made his name famous.

This is a rst“ novel, though not of 
the First Novel Series.“ The author 
has been long and favorably known as 
a writer of short stories, and in this, 


his first attempt in the line et sus- 
tained fiction, he gives promi of a 
career that shall be as succes@ful as 
that he has already enjoyed. e are 
led to say this because if the sent 
novel there are all the attributes Which 
distinguish the previous work of this 
author, and if we can reason from the 


success that Mr. Meekinss work has 
already attained, and we see no rea- 
gon why we cannot do so, there is ev- 
ery prospect that we may from time 
to time be able to congratulate him 
upon the success of a new novel. 

The present story deals with life in 
a county village and our author has 
succeeded in picturing most faithfully

Here is a volume of stories that will 
appeal to many readers.

Say a great deal of interest. To begin 
with the novelette: Although this is 
not a pretentious work, it has 


such a pleasant style and such a lev- 
able heroine that we cannot refrain 
from praising it. We find that the au- 
thor has not sought by startling nov- 
elty nor grace of expression to capture 
our fancy, but has just written a story 
of love. We realise that the story is 
thoroughly human and we think that 
all will agree with us that the merit 
of the story lies in its simplicity. In 
the tale we ourselves upon the 
shores of Lake Champlain, where upon 
the ways still rests the framework and 
some of the planking of what was once 
the stout ship “Constitution.”

We are certain that 
none of those books, whether written 
in French or English, that have reached 
us, can compare with it. The reason 
for the interest is twofold; first, the 
book has a delightful style, and, sec- 
ond, the facts that are written of are 
just those facts that appeal to the 
mind of everyone who hag ridden in an 
automobile further than the limits of 
a boulevard or park—though we have 
seen in our parks some of the very 
accidents that are supposed to occur 
— he the back roads of the dis- 


The author of the book is the presi- 
dent of a well-known automobile club 
and started with a ripe experience in 
handling his machine. He accom- 
plished the tour described in his vol- 
ume with much satisfaction, not only 
to himself, but to his readers, for they 
followed the machine through the 
pages of the book with eager inter- 
est. Perhaps at the outset of our re- 
view it is well to state that the book 
is not confined te narration of a pleas- 
ant trip nor has the author a pen sin- 
gle in its chronicle of the scenery that 
was passed and the people that were 
met. These things are described, as 
they must be in a book of the charac- 
ter of that béfore us, but there is an- 
other and a striking feature of the 
present volume that deserves a word 
of mention. That is the quantity of 
practical advice that is contained 
within the Very attractive covers of 
this handsome volume.

The other side of the book, that 
which tells of the trip itself, is no less 
interesting. Let us state here that the 
only objection that we can make to 
the book is the fact that there is some 
di of the steamer as it is 
compared to the gasoline motor. Well, 
there is such a wide difference of opin- 
ion in this matter that we have the 
right to our opinion and the author 
certainly has a right to his, and, what 
is more, he has the weight of expe- 
rietice with him that we are trying to 
gain. From Chicago “Chauffeur” passed 
into Ohio and then proceeded to Buf- 
falo, and thence through Western New 
York via the Valley of the Mohawk 
to the Valley of Lebanon and on to 
Massachusetts. Lexington and Concord 
with their historical associations, were 
exceedingly attractive to our author. 
On his trip westward he turned to 
Rhode Island, and, passing through 
Connecticut, he crossed New York by 
a different route than that which he 
had followed on his eastward trip, and 
leaving the United States at Buffalo he 
passed westward through Canada. 

Certainly, this was a delightful trip, 
and while we are not of an envious 
disposition, we wish that we could 
have been with Chauffeur in his tour. 
His description of it is so delightful 
that we wait for the spring that we 
may have the opportunity of doing 
something after the pattern he has set. 

The book has an appropriate cover, 
in which the designing, by Hollaway, 
is worthy of special commendation.
